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During the quarter ended 3lst March last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,262 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 24:1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 23,353 deaths, representing an annual rate of 21:4 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 3,456 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 
27-2 in every 1,000 of the abe eag i population, and the death-rate 


17:7 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°5 above the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1895-1907, and 0-2 above 
the rate for the first quarter of 1907. The deaths are 34 below 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1907 ; the death-rate 
is equal to the rate for that quarter, but 0:1 above the average for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1898-1907. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1907, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show

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an increase of 605 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 2* in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1898-1907, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,138, but the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 
1,648,* the total under both heads being 0°5 per cent. below the average 
for the first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the 
population as compared with the average population for those years is 
1-6 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4°8 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1907 is 0-1 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding

The marriages (5,230) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1907 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:1 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1906, but 0-1 above the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1897-1906. Of the total number of marriages 3,472 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,758 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4°3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6°2 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0-3 above, but that under the latter is 0°3 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years,

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 26,262—13,411 boys and 12,851 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:5, or 24:1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1898-1907 was 26,196, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23-6 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. : 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23°8 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 23:3; Ulster, 24:2; and Connaught, 22:0. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 31:8 for Dublin 
county borough, and the lowest 17:6 for Meath county. Of the 
intermediate rates the highest five are— Belfast county borough, 30:1 ; 
Kildare county, 26°5; Limerick county and county borough, 25°6 ; 
Mayo, 25:2; and Kerry, 24:8. The lowest five are—Longford, 17-7 ;

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st March last was 23,353—11,593 males and 11,760 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 46°7, or 21:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1898-1907 was 21:3 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 22°9 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 19:4; in Ulster, 22:5; 
and in Connaught, 16-4. 


Lhe county or county borough death-rates* range from 15:6 in Roscom- 
mon, to 27:7 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest 
five are—Galway, 15'7; Kerry, 16:1 ; Mayo, 16°3; Leitrim, 16-6 ; and 
Longford, 17:1; and the highest five are-—Belfast county borough, 
26:4; Jamerick county and county borough, 22°6; Down county, 
22-4; Dublin county, 22°25 and Meath, 22-0.

Ages.—Of the 23,353 deaths registered last quarter 2,838, or 12-2 
per cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 10,951, or 46-9 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 yearsand upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 108-1 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12:8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 10°7 per cent.; in Ulster, 13:4 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9-2 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 44-2 per cent. ; in 
Munster, to 49-2 per cent.; in Ulster, to 44°7 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 56:4 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

Small-pox,_There was not one death from small-pox registered in 
the whole of Ireland, during the first three months of the vear 1908, 
nor was the incidence of the disease referred to by any of the Registrars 
in the notes to the quarterly returns which they furnish. 


Measies.__D uring the period under notice, the deaths from measles 
were 278 in number, and represent an annual rate of 0:25 per 1,000 
of the population of Ireland, estimated to the middle of the year 1908. 
The deaths (278) are above the average number (169) for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the past five years, and are also in excess of the number 
registered in each of the three preceding quarters, namely :—128, 111, 
and 229. The increased mortality from measles is principally due to the 
epidemics which existed in Belfast county borough, causing 155 deaths ; 
in the union of Tralee, causing 22 deaths; in Waterford county 
borough, causing 12 deaths ; in Limerick county borough, causing nine 
deaths ; in the Union of N ewry, causing ten deaths; and in the Union 
of Rathkeale, causing eight deaths. 


Scarlet Fever.__[t is noticeable that there were only eight deaths 
from scarlet fever reported during the quarter ; such deaths were 23, 20, 
and 25 in each of the previous quarterly periods, and the average num- 
ber in the corresponding period of the five years, 1903-1907, was 53. 


Typhus,—The mortality from typhus was represented by 21 deaths; 
this figure is above the average (17) for the first quarter of the five 
years, 1903-7, and also above the numbers registered in each of the three 
preceding quarters, namely, 15, 18, and 11. The Unions in which the’ 
deaths from typhus occurred are as follows :—In Naas Union, two 
deaths ; in Edenderry Union, one; in Drogheda, two ; in Cork, fiye ; 
in Middleton, one ; in Ballymena, one ; in Belfast, four ; in Lisburn: 
one; in Clogher, one ; in Castlebar, two; and in Dromore West Union, 
one death.

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Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough registered during 
the past quarter are above the average for the corresponding quarter 
of the five years preceding, being 295 for the former. and 276 for the 
latter. The 295 deaths represent an annual rate of 0:27 per 1,000 of 
the population, and are in excess of the numbers registered in the three 
previous quarters, namely, 243, 128, and 138 respectively. Of the total 
(295), there were 87 deaths in Belfast county borough ; 18 in Dublin 
county borough ; and 22 in Londonderry county borough. In the fol- 
lowing counties there was no mortality from whooping-cough recorded : 
—Kilkenny, Longford, Westmeath, Clare, Waterford (including the 
county borough), and Roscommon. 


Diphtheria.—In the June quarter of 1907, deaths from diphtheria in 
the whole of Ireland numbered 65 ; this figure fell to 44 in the Septem- 
ber quarter, rising to 86 in the December quarter of 1907, and further 
to 94 in the period under notice; the latter figure is seven above the 
average (87) for the corresponding period of the preceding five years. 
Of the 94 deaths, 10 were returned for Dublin county borough, and 
seven for Belfast county borough ; there were four deaths in the regis- 
trar’s district of Feakle, in the Union of Scarriff; three in Clogh regis- 
trar’s district, Ballymena Union ; and three in the registrar’s district of 
Ballinrobe, in the Union of Ballinrobe. _ 


Enteric Fever.— It is a satisfactory circumstance to report that the 
deaths from enteric fever registered during the quarter are considerably 
below the average, the deaths being 66 in number, and the average for 
the March quarter of the previous five years being 108. In the three 
preceding quarterly periods, deaths from enteric fever were 75, 71, and 
103 respectively. Of the total deaths, 11 were returned for Dublin 
county borough, and in Belfast county borough 11 deaths were registered, 
as against 24 in the preceding quarterly period. 


The deaths of seven persons were ascribed to pyreaia (origin uncertain).

Diarrhoeal Diseases,—-'['he deaths which were returned as_ being 
caused by diarrheal diseases numbered in the aggregate 154 (repre- 
senting an annual rate of 0-14 per 1,000 of the estimated population of 
the country), and are identical with the average for the first quarter of 
the five years, 1903-7. Of the 154 deaths, 11 were recorded for Dublin 
county borough, and 25 for Belfast county borough. 


Tuberculous Disease,_The aggregate total of deaths from all forms 
of tuberculous disease, as returned by the Registrars in their quarterly 
numerical returns for the March quarter of the year 1908, was 2,987 ; 
this number equals an annual death rate from all forms of the disease of 
2°74 per 1,000 of the estimated population for the whole of Ireland, 
the death rates for the disease in each of the three quarterly periods 
preceding being 2°97, 2°24, and 2°21 respectively. The total deaths 
from tuberculous disease form 12:8 per cent. of deaths from all causes 
registered during the quarter. | 
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With the accustomed courtesy of the Registrars many have furnished 
me with notes regarding the mortality and status of the disease in the 
various districts with which they are officially connected. Among the 
notes which are published in the Appendix to this Report the 
Registrar of Inistioge states that he registered the death of a young 
woman from phthisis, who returned from America, some months ago 
affected with the disease. The Registrar of Kilbrittain remarks that 
of the three certified cases of pulmonary tuberculosis one was a returned — 
American, who came home in the last stages of consumption ; another 
contracted the disease in a training college, and the source of infection 
of the third case he was not aware of. The Registrar of Durrus and 
Kilcrohane says that there was one death from phthisis which was con- 
tracted in America. The Registrar of Newmarket reports that two of 
the deaths from tuberculous disease were of men who came from New 
York, and gives their occupations, one a stableman and the other a 
labourer in New York. The Registrar of Ballynacarrigy, in the Union 
of Mullingar, gives an instance of the infectivity of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, as follows :—Pulmonary tuberculosis claimed two ; both victims 
were girls (etatis 32 and 11)> The younger contracted the disease from 
the elder by sleeping with her at night. . . . . . On the 
other hand the Registrar of Druin No. 2 remarks there are very few 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, in fact at present he personally only 
knows of one, and that in Drum No. 1 he does not know of a case of 
pulmonary tuberculosis in the district. The Registrar of Ballyjamesduff 
states that his district is free from pulmonary tuberculosis. 


Malignant Diseases,—'The number of deaths returned under the head 
of malignant disease or cancer was in the aggregate 818 ; this number 
represents an annual rate of 0°75 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
of Ireland, the rates in each of the preceding quarterly periods being _ 
0-71, 0°67, and 0°75 respectively. | 


Cerebro-spinal Fever.*— According to the information supplied by 
the Registrars of the following districts it appears that in Doagh there 
were three cases of epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis during the quarter 
with (at present) two deaths ; in Lurgan No, | district one patient died 
in the fever hospital having been removed thither from Portadown. 
The Registrars of Belfast district Nos. 3, 4, 9, 11, and 13 have supplied 
notes ; in each of the districts of Castlereagh No. 1, Moira, and Cooks- 
town one death is reported. 


Rabies, Hydrophobia.—'There was not any mention of the occurrence 
of rabies furnished by the Registrars. 


Violence.——The deaths of 342 persons were returned under thefhead | 
of “ violence;” this heading includes deaths caused by accident, suicide, 
or by homicide.

tnquests.— lhere were 481 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 49 of the total deaths 
registered, 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 41 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 63, in Ulster 1 to 43, and in Connaught 1 to 85. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 23,353 deaths registered, 4,774, 
or 20-4 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 27-8, in Munster 23-9, in Ulster 14-9, and in Connaught 
13:9, 


Uncertified Deaths.— The Uncertified deaths, returned by the Regis- 
trars, numbered 6,091, and were over 26 per cent. of the total deaths 
registered. The number of uncertified deaths in each district, as 
returned by the Registrar, is given in the penultimate column of 
Abstract ITT. 


The following table (Table [V.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
first quarter of the year 1908, there were 16,412 persons successfully 
vaccinated. 

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the 
quarter ended 31st March last, was 3,456 (1,889 males and 1,567 
females), being 1,103 less than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1907, and 1,127 below the average number for the first quarter 
of the ten years 1898-1907.

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1908 
was 29-824 inches, being 0-095 below the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1903-1907 ; the highest reading 
(30°582 inches) was on the 6th February, at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and 
the lowest (28:917 inches) on the 8th March, at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 41°39, or 
0'6° below the average for the first quarter of the 5 years 1903-1907. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 56°3° 
and the minimum 18:0°, The maximum heat in sun was 108°1°, and 
the minimum on the grass 13°2°, — 

Rain or snow fell on 65 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 6°061 inches, being 0°723 inch below the average for the 
first quarter of the five years 1903-1907. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in January, when 2°320 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 29 days from W., on 23 days from 8.W., on 10 
days from 8., on 6 days from E., on 5 days from N.W., on 2 days 
from 8.E., on one day each from N. and N.E., and the air was calm 
on 14 days at 9 A.M.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—Observations are made at 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. G.M.T, at telegraphic 
reporting stations, and at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. mean local time, at normal climatological 
stations. The names of normal climatological stations are printed in heavy type. At 
Waterford and Killarney observations are taken at 9a.m. only. 

Barometer.--The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for station 
level. They are the means of readings at $ a.m. and 6 p.m., or at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. respec< 
tively. 

vcore and Cloud.—At. Malin Head, Blacksod Point, Donaghadee, and Roche's Point 
the results under these headings are based on the morning observations only. 

Rainfall—The amounts are those for the z4 hours commencing at the time of morning 

servation. 
oP ereether Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear 
sky,” if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the two hours of 
observation is less than 2, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are basei on the observations at fixed hours 
taken twice a day. At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2-2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 
miles in the hour have been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the 
hour, or above, as gales. These limits have been selected in accordance with the equivalents 
of the Beaufort Scale givenina Report by the Director of the Mete srological Office, entitled , 
“The Beaufort Scale of Wind Force ... ... .” Official No 180. : 

Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall tor the 35 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1900. 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 
from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological 
Office. Only aselection of these stations is included inthis Report, The average values . 
witn which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1831-1905. The 
district values for ‘‘amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest 
rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office,

During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,541 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 24:3 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 20,074 deaths, representing an annual rate of 18-4 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 10,055 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 
27-6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 
13-7 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is equal to the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1898-1907, and equal to 
the rate for the second quarter of 1907. The deaths are 267 below 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1907; the death-rate 
is 0:2 below the rate for that quarter, and 0:4 below the average for 
the second quarter of the ten years 1898-1907. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1907, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show

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an increase of 1,104 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 891* in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years 
1898-1907, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,744, but the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 
2,732,* the total under both heads being 1:0 per cent. below the average 
for the second quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the 
population as compared with the average population for those years is 
1:4 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (6°6 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the first quarter of 1908 is 0-4 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years,

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MARRIAGES, 

The marriages (7,229) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1908 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6:6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 1:1 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1907, and 0:4 above the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1898-1907. Of the total number of marriages 5,889 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,340 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 7:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 4:8 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0-7 above, but that under the latter is 0-1 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 

$ is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
is celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June last was 26,541—13,681 boys and 12,860 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:2, or 24:3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1898-1907 was 26,928, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 24-3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 
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The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 25:1 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 22:2; Ulster, 25:2; and Connaught, 20-6. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 34:2 for Dublin 
county borough, and the lowest 17:9 for Leitrim county. Of the 
intermediate rates the highest five are—Belfast county borough, 31:3 ; 
Kildare county, 26:1; Antrim county, 24:8; Down, 24:5; and Wexford, 
24:0. The lowest five are—Queen’s, 19:1 ; Roscommon, 19:2; Carlow, 
19°4 ; Meath, 19°6; and Westmeath, 19:7. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th June last was 20,074—10,054 males and 10,020 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 54:4, or 18:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1898-1907 was 18:8 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 19:3 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 16°9 ; in Ulster, 19:2 ; 
and in Connaught, 14:7. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 13:5 in Mayo to 
23°0in Carlow, Between these rates the lowest five are—King’s, 14:2 ; 
Leitrim, 14:5; Sligo, 14°7; Roscommon, 15:0; and Clare, 15:1; and 
the highest five are—Dublin county borough, 22:6; Queen’s, 21°5 ; 
Waterford county and county borough, 20°3; Monaghan, 20:2; and 
Londonderry county and county borough, 19:8.

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Ages.—Of the 20,074 deaths registered last quarter 2,35], or 11-7 
per cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 8,984, or 44°8 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 yearsand upwards. The deaths of infants 
under I year old are equal to 88-6 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11:1 per cent.; in Ulster, 12°6 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8:0 per cent, The deaths of persons 60 years old ‘and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40:9 per cent. ; 
Munster, to 44.8 per cent.; in Ulster, to 43-9 per cent.; and in Content 
to 56°5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 838, or 97 above the number registered in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1907, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°8 
per 1,000 living, being 0-1 above the rate for the second quarter of 
1907, but equal to the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1898-1907. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from each of the 
principal epidemic diseases, as registered during the June 
quarter of 1908, also the average number of deaths registered 
from each of these diseases, in the corresponding period of the 5 
years 1903-1907.

Smali-pox,—There was no mortality from small-pox reported during 
the period under notice ; neither was there any occurrence of the 
disease mentioned by the Registrars in their quarterly returns. 


Measles-__The deaths from measles were 237 in number, and above 
the average (156 deaths) for the corresponding period in the 5 years 
1903-1907. In the three preceding quarters such deaths were 111, 
229, and 278 respectively. The 237 deaths correspond to an annual 
rate of 0:22 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland, estimated to the 
middle of the year 1908. The Abstracts commencing on page 122 
give the localities in which the deaths were registered. From 
Abstract IV. it appears that 23 deaths were registered in Belfast union ; 
20 in North Dublin union ; 19 in South Dublin union; 13 in Listowel 
union ; 18 in Tralee union; 47 in Waterford union, and 12 in West- 
port union. With reference to Westport district, the Registrar sup- 
plies the following note :—“ Measles was epidemic during the months of

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March, April, and May. Enormous numbers were attacked, in conse- 
quence of there having been no widespread occurrence of the disease since 
the epidemic of 1887. In the latter year 20 deaths were registered in 
the first quarter as due to measles, The total number of deaths which 
have been the result of the late (1908) epidemic will probably not 
exceed 10. So that by comparison the 1908 visitation would appear 
to have been less severe than the outbreak of 1887,’ 


Of the deaths registered in Waterford union 44 were in the county 
borough of Waterford, and represent an annual rate of 6°58 per 1,000 
of the Census (1901) population of that city. The deaths in Tralee 
union include 10 deaths registered in the Registrar’s districts of Tralee 
No. 1 and No. 2, and correspond to an annual rate of 2:09 per 1,000 of 
the Census populations of these districts. 


Scarlet Fever.—The mortality from scarlet fever (15 deaths) during 
the quarter compares favourably with the average (34 deaths) for the 
corresponding quarter of the five years 1903-7, but shows an increase 
on the low mortality (8 deaths) which was reported in the March 
quarter of the present year. The deaths from this disease in the 
September and December quarters of 1907 were 20 and 25 respec-. 
tively. 

Typhus,—There were 21 deaths from typhus registered in the whole 
of Ireland during the quarter under review, being 3 above the average 
(18) for the corresponding period of the preceding five years, and 
equal to the number registered in the preceding quarter ; in each of 
September and December quarters, 1908, there were 18 and 11 deaths 
from typhus registered. The 21 deaths occurred in the following 
unions—In Lisburn, 5 deaths; in Ennistimon, 3 deaths; in each of 
the unions of New Ross, Oughterard, and Sligo, 2 deaths ; and in each 
of the unions of Clogheen, Galway, Lismore, Loughrea, Millford, Naas, 
and Tralee, one death was registered. | 


Whooping-cough.—The fatalities from whooping-cough were 263 in 
number, and represent a rate of 0:24 per 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
lation of Ireland. The deaths are slightly below the average (268) for 
the corresponding period of the five years preceding, and also below the 
number registered in the March quarter of 1908, namely, 295; they 
are, however, in excess of the numbers registered in the September and 
December quarters of the year 1907, which were 128 and 138 respect- 
ively. Of the total, 21 deaths were in Dublin county borough ; 35 in 
Belfast county borough ; 44 in the county of Donegal (of the latter 
figure 16 were registered in Dunfanaghy union and 13 in Milford 
union); 20 in Londonderry county and county borough (of which 16 
were registered: in the urban district of Londonderry No. 2); 29 in the 
county of Tyrone (of which 11 were registered in the union of Omagh 
and 14 in part of the union of Strabane, four being registered in the 
portion of Strabane union situate in the county Donegal); and 14 in 
the county Galway, of which 11 deaths from whooping-cough were 
registered in the union of Galway. 


Diphtheria.—Compared with the average (63) for the corresponding 
quarter of the preceding five years, and with the deaths in the June 
and September quarters of 1907, viz, 65 and 44 deaths respectively, 
the mortality from diphtheria (76 deaths) for the period under notice 
shows an increase ; but in comparison with the numbers registered in 
December quarter, 1907, and March quarter, 1908, namely, 86 and 94 
deaths respectively, the mortality from diphtheria shows a decrease. 
There were 11 deaths from diphtheria in Dublin county borough, and 
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12 in county Down. Of the latter figure five were registered in 
the union of Kikeel. 


Enteric Fever.—The diminished mortality from enteric fever in 
Treland, upon which comment was made in the March quarterly Report, 
still obtains, the deaths registered in the period under notice (62) being 
four under the number registered in the preceding quarter of the year 
and 35 below the average for the corresponding period in the years 
1903-1907. During the year 1907 deaths from enteric fever were re- 
gistered as follow :—In March quarter 104 deaths, in June quarter 75, 
in September quarter 71, and in December quarter 103 deaths. Of the 
62 deaths, 12 appertained to Belfast county borough ; there were seven 
registered in county Kerry, of which four were in Tralee and two in 
Dingle ; there were seven deaths in the county of Down, of which three 
were in part of Lisburn union; another death from the disease was 
registered in the portion of Lisburn union which is situated in the 
county of Antrim. 


To pyrexia (origin uncertain) the deaths of nine persons were atiri- 
buted. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases, Ag returned by the Registrars, the deaths 
from diarrhceal diseases were 155 in number, and represent an annual 
rate of 0°14 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the country. The 
deaths are nearly equal to the average (157) for the June quarter 
of the five years 1903-7, and below the number (182) which was 
returned for the corresponding quarter of 1907. Deaths from 
diarrhceal diseases registered in the preceding three quarterly periods 
were 325, 407, and 154 respectively. Of the total deaths, 25 were 
recorded for Dublin county borough, and 22 for Belfast county 
borough. 


Tuberculous Disease,—Hrom Abstract I. it appears that the deaths, 
as returned by the Registrars from all forms of tuberculous disease, 
amounted during the quarter to 3,037, this number constituting more 
than 15 per cent. of all deaths "registered during the period under 
notice. The total deaths represent an annual rate of 2°78 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population for the whole of Ireland, the rates in the 
three preceding quarters being 2°24, 2°21, and 2°74 respectively. J 
have, as heretofore, to thank many of the Registrars who have furnished 
notes with their quarterly returns, which relate to the status of tuber- 
culous disease in their respective districts. 


From these notes, which are printed in the Appendix to this Report, 
the following remarks have been extracted :— 


Thomastown Union, Inistioge District.—‘ One death from acute — 
phthisis in the case of a young man who returned here to his native 
place from Glasgow affected with the disease.” 


Athlone Union, Athlone No. 1 District.—‘I regret to say that 
tuberculous disease of the lungs claimed ten of the forty deaths 
registered, and the ages ranged as follow :—53, 45, 42, 36, 35, 26, 25, 
22, 21, and 16.” 

Enniscorthy Union, Newtownbarry District.—“The percentage of 
deaths from tuberculous diseases is always very low for this district.” 


Cashel Union, Killenaule District.—“ Only one death from tuber- 
culosis, and that imported from Liverpool.” 
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Waterford Union, Waterford Urban No. 1 District.—“ Tuberculosis 
is prevalent, and is likely to have an abiding place until suitable and 
acceptable accommodation is provided for the patients that are in- 
curable as well as for those that are curable.” 


Ballymena Union, Ahoghill District.—“ Registered four deaths during 
the quarter from tuberculosis. One of these deaths was a person who 
came from Scotland. There is a great improvement with regard to 
cleanliness in dwellings. People are beginning not be frightened of 
fresh air.” 


Armagh Union, Loughgall District.—‘ District free from all forms of 
disease, with the exception of tuberculosis, which, during the quarter, 
has been the principal disease.” 


Newtownards Union, Comber District.—‘‘ Consumption accounts for 
four deaths out of 22, and in all the cases every precaution was taken 
to prevent danger to others, and in no case could it be traced to having 
been acquired from others in the family.” | 


Limavady Union, Dungiven District.—‘‘ Phthisis not so prevalent, and 
the Registrar has much pleasure in notifying that the people seem to 
be awakening to the fact that the inroads of that terrible malady may 
be lessened by the timely adoption of suitable measures.” 


Magherafelt Union, Moneymore District.—“‘ High death-rate, almost 
one-fourth of the deaths being from tuberculous disease, three being 
from tuberculous meningitis ; two of them, I believe, were derived from 
bacilli through cow’s milk.” 


Castlereagh Union, Castlereagh District —“ There have been six cases 
of tuberculosis registered during the quarter. I consider the only sensible 
way to deal with tuberculosis is to treat it as a preventible disease and 
to check its spread amongst various members of the afflicted families. 
This can be done by improving the homes of the people and affording 
families necessary sleeping accommodation, and not to have four to 
eight sleeping in one badly-lighted, ill-ventilated, small room, and by 
educating the people simultaneously with the children in the schools. 
Sanatoria may have their uses, but this fell disease must be tackled in 
the homes.” 


Malignant Diseases.— The deaths under the heading cancer, malignant 
disease, numbered 721, and represent an annual rate of 0-66 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, the rates in the four preceding quarters’ 
being 0°71, 0°67, 0°75 and 0-75 respectively. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever.—Reference to the incidence of this disease 
has been made by the Registrars of the following districts :—Delgany, 
in the union of Rathdown; Newcastle, in the union of Rathdrum ; 
Doagh, in the union of Antrim ; Lurgan No. 1, in the union of Lurgan ; 
Crossgar, in the union of Banbridge; Ballylesson, in the union of 
Lisburn ; and the following districts in the union of Belfast :—Belfast 
Urban No. 3, Belfast Urban No. 4, Belfast Urban No. 9, Belfast Urban 
No. 11, Belfast Urban No. 13, and Castlereagh No. 1. The observa- 
tions of the Registrars will be found in the notes contained in the 
Appendix commencing on page 185. 
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Rabies, Hydrophobia,—There was not any mention by the Beaistrars 
of the occurrence of rabies in their districts. 


Violence-—There were 279 deaths returned under the head of 
“violence;” the total including accidental, homicidal, and suicidal 
deaths. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Chicken-pox in one district, measles in 63 districts, scarlet 
fever in 9, whooping-cough in 43, diphtheria in 11, fever in 12-——pyrezia, 
(origin uncertain) in one, typhus in 4, and enteric in 7—mumps in 6, 
influenza in 12, and cerebro-spinal fever or cerebro-spinal meningitis 
in 12 districts. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 185. ] 


Inquests.— Lhere were 396 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 51 of the total deaths 
registered, 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 42 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 70, in Ulster 1 to 43, and in Connaught 1 to 113. 

Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 20,074 deaths registered, 4,105, 
or 20-4 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 28°5, in Munster 23:5, in Ulster 15:3, and in Connaught 
12:1. 

Uncertified Deaths.—The Uncertified deaths, returned by the Regis- 
trars, numbered 5,309, and were over 26 per tent of the total deaths 
registered. The number of uncertified deaths in each district, as 
returned by the Registrar, is given in the penultimate column of 
Abstract III. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
30th June, 1908, and in each of the eight quarters immediately preceding; with 
the ratio of these deaths to the deaths from all causes and to the population :—

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
second quarter of the year 1908, there were 26,716 persons successfully 
vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the 
quarter ended 30th June last, was 10,055 (4,410 males and 5,645 
females), being 7,610 less than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1907, and 14 032 below the average number for the second dhagter 
of the ten years 1898-1907.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 6d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the second 
quarter of the year 1907 the average price was 53d., and in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1898 it was 7d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 15s. per cwt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 
1907 the average price was 14s. 6d., and for the second quarter of 1898 
the average price was 16s. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 4s. 2d. to 4s. 10d. In the second quarter of 
1907 the average prices were 4s. 6d. to 5s., and the prices for the 
corresponding quarter of 1898 were 3s. 11d. to 5s. 10d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market aan the 
quarter were from 52s, 6d. to 58s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1907 the average prices were from 53s. 6d. to 57s., and in 
the second quarter of 1898 ‘they were from 45s. to 55s, 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 23s. to 21s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange for 
the quarter was £88, and the lowest £8413. 

The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the 
Bank of Ireland during the quarter, which had been 4 per cent., fell 
to 35 per cent, on the 28th May.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the second quarter of 1908 was 44,769, or 1,104 
above the average for the corresponding period in 1907. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 57,638,* being 891 above the average for the second 
quarter of 1907. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the second quarter of 
1908, an average number of 1,512 in each week was located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1907 the average weekly number was 1,480.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—Observations are made at 8a.m. and 6 p.m. G.M.T, at telegraphic 
reporting stations, and at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. mean local time, at normal climatological 
stations. The names of normal climatological stations are printed in heavy type. At 
Waterford and Killarney observations are taken at 9 a.m. only. 

Barometer.—-The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for station 
level. They are the means of readings at $ a.m. and 6 p.m., or at 9. a.m. and 9 p.m. respec- 
tively. 

Seromater and Cloud.—At Malin Head, Blacksod Point, Donaghadee, and Roche's Point 
the results under these headings are based on the morning observations only. 

Rainfall—The amounts are those for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
ease of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “ clear 
. sky,” if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the two hours of 
observation is less than 2, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours 
taken twice a day. At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 
miles in the hour have been entered as “ fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the 
hour, or above,as gales. These limits have been selected in accordance with the equivalent, 
of the Beaufort Scale givenina Report by the Director of the Mete>rological Office, entitled 
“The Beaufort Scale of Wind Force ... ... .” Official No 180. ; P 

Averages.—The averages used for. stations are—Temperature and Rainfall tor the 33 | 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. : 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 
from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological . 
Office. Only aselection of these stations is included in this Report. The average values 
with which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. The 
district values for ‘amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the larges 
rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office. »

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered 
in the 826 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,563 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 23:4 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 16,234 deaths, representing an annual rate of 14-9 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 5,718 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 
26°8 in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 
12:9 per 1,000, 

The birth-ratein Ireland for the quarter is 0:5 above the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1898-1907, and 0-6 above 
the rate for the third quarter of 1907. The deaths are 704 above 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1907; the death-raie 
is 0-7 above the rate for that quarter, and .0°2 above the average for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1898-1907. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1907, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 


* See page 284. 
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an increase of 841 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 196* in the average 
number of persons on ‘out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1898-1907, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,436, but the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 
810,* the total under both heads being 0°6 per cent. above the average 
for the third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the 
population as compared with the average population for those years is 
1:4 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4:5 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the second quarter of 1908 is 0-2 
below the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years,

The marriages (4,887) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1908 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-7 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1907, and 0-2 below the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1898-1907. Of the total number of marriages 3,205 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,682 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6-0 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0-3 below, and that under the latter is 0°1 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 

t is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
is celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September last was 25,563—13,163 boys and 12,400 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 42:8, or 23:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. ‘The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1898-1907 was 25,415, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 22-9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 24-0 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 22°0; Ulster, 23-7 ; and Connaught, 20°7.

The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last was 16,234— 8,136 males and 8,098 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 67°3, or 14:9 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1898-1907 was 14:7 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 16:5 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 13-9; in Ulster, 14:7 ; 
and in Connaught, 11-9. 

‘The county or county borough death-rates* range from 11:1 in Galway 
to 22-6 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five 
are—Mayo county, 11:4; Cavan, 12-0 ; Leitrim, 12:3 ; Monaghan, 12:5 ; 
and Westmeath, 12°5; and the highest five are—Londonderry county 
and county borough, 15:9; Carlow county, 15:8; Wexford, 15'5; 
Limerick county and county borough, 15:5 ; and Tyrone, 15:2.

Ages.—Of the 16,234 deaths registered last quarter 2,370, or 14:6 
per cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 6,582, or 40°5 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 92-7 per 1,000 of the births registered, 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 17-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 14-3 per cent.; in Ulster, 14-7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8:3 per cent. ‘The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards revis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 36:3 per cent. ; in 
Munster, to 41-6 per cent.;in Ulster, to 40-0 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 50°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. |

Small-pox.__There was no mortality from small-pox reported during 
the period under notice ; neither was there any occurrence of the 
disease mentioned by the Registrars in their quarterly returns. 

Measies._The mortality from measles, which had risen from 229 
deaths in the December quarter of the year 1907 to 278 in the March 
quarter of the present year, and which had declined to 237 in the June 
quarter of the present year, fell to 149 deaths in the period under 
notice ; this figure represents an annual death rate from measles of 
0-14 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of 
the year 1908, and is 56 above the average number of deaths froin 
measles in the September quarter of the five years, 1903-1907. Of 
the total (149 deaths), there were 51 registered in the county borough 
of Dublin ; of the latter tigure, 17 were in the Registrar’s district of 
Dublin North City No. 3, and 18 were in the Registrar’s district of 
Dublin South City No. 1. 

Scarlet Fever.— Although the deaths from scarlet fever exceed the 
number registered in the June quarter of the present year by 4, the 
numbers being 15 and 19 respectively, they are below the average (31) 
for the corresponding quarter in the past 5 years. The number of 
deaths from this disease in the December quarter of 1907, and in the 
March quarter of 1908, were 25 and 8 respectively. 

Yyphus.—In no September quarterly period has the number of 
deaths from typnus been so low as that now under notice; only 10 
deaths from this disease being recorded for the whole of Treland, as 
against 11, 21, and 21 deaths in each of the 3 quarterly periods pre- 
ceding, and an average of 19 deaths for the September quarter for the 
past 5 years. ‘The Registrar's districts in which the 10 deaths from 
typhus were registered were as follows :—Dublin North City, No. LAV 
one death ; Longford, one death ; Bray, No. 1, one death; Dingle, one 
death ; Sneem, one death ; Waringstown, one death; Athenry, one 
death ; Binghamstown, one death; Claremorris, one death; and 
Strokestown, one death. 

Whooping-cough.— With the exception of the deaths from diarr- 
heeal diseases, those from whooping-cough (in number 162), are the 
most numerous of any of the principal epidemic diseases for the quarter 
under notice. The deaths are equal to an annual mortality rate of 0-15 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, and are below the average by 12. 
Deaths from whooping-cough in each of the three preceding quarters 
were 138, 295, and 263. Jn the abstracts commencing on page 222, 
the localities in which the deaths from whooping-cough occurred, 
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may be studied by provinces, counties, superintendent registrar’s dis- 
tricts, and registrar’s districts. From Abstract I. it appears that 14 
deaths from whooping-cough were registered in Dublin county borough 
and 12 in Belfast county borough. 

Diphtheria.—In Table IV., page 209, the number of deaths from 
diphtheria which were registered in the period under notice and in each 
of the 8 quarterly periods preceding, are set forth; these deaths in 
each of the 3 preceding quarterly periods were 86, 94, and 76, and 
declined in the period under notice to 62, the average number of deaths 
from diphtheria for the September quarter of the past 5 years being 53 
In the unions containing the county borouzhs of Ireland, deaths regis- 
tered from diphtheria during the September quarter were as follows :— 
In Dablin North and South Unions 9 deaths; in Belfast 5 deaths 
(not including 3 deaths of residents of Belfast in Purdysburn Hospital) ; 
in Cork 7 deaths ; in Limerick 2 deaths ; in Waterford no deaths ; and 
in Londonderry no deaths were registered. . 

Enteric Fever.— The observations made upon the diminishing mor- 
tality from enteric fever in recent quarterly reports, are not sustained 
by the figures presented in this report. ‘The deaths (92 in number), 
though slightly below the average (94) for the corresponding period of. 
the 5 years 1903-1907, are above the numbers registered in each of 
the September quarters of the years 1906 and 1907, namely, 82 and 
71 deaths. A reference to the abstracts shows that 12 deaths from 
enteric fever were registered in Dublin county borough, including 7 in 
Dublin North city districts, and 5 in Dublin South city districts. Of 
the 10 deaths for the county and county borough of Cork, 5 were in 
Cork Rural No. 1 district and 2 deaths were in Cork Urban No, 2 
district ; there were 15 deaths in Belfast (not including 7 deaths of resi- 
dents of Belfast in Purdysburn Hosyital). 

The deaths of § persons were attributed to pyrexia (origin uncertain). 

Diarrhoeal Diseases, An increased mortality from the diarrheal. 
diseases is a special feature of the statistics for the September quarter ; 
the period under consideration shows no exception to this remark, as 
the number of deaths from these causes was 648, the deaths in the 3 
preceding quarters numbering 407, 154, and 155. The 648 deaths 
represent an annual mortality rate of 9°59 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of Ireland ; moreover, these deaths are far in excess of the 
average (983) for the September quarter of the past 5 years, also of 
the unusually low number of deaths registered (325) in the September 
quarter of 1907, but below the number (835) registered in the 
September quarter of 1906. 

In the following statement are given the number of deaths from diarr- 
heea registered in the September quarter for the whole of Ireland, the 
mean temperature of the air, the mean earth temperature at 4 feet, the 
number of hours of bright sunshine observed, and the rainfall in inches 
for the years 1904-1908 inclusive :—

On turning to the examination of the abstracts it appears that of the 
648 deaths from diarrheal diseases, 228 were registered in Dublin 
North and Dublin South unions, containing Dublin county borough, 
and 156 were registered in Belfast union, containing Belfast county 
borough ; 68 in Cork union, containing the county borough ; 3 in Lime- 
rick union, containing Limerick county borough; 15 in Londonderry 
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union including Londonderry county borough ; and 6 deaths in Water- 
ford, containing the county borough of Waterford. The deaths in the 
unions containing the county boroughs amounted to 476, and constituted 
over 73 per cent. of the total deaths from diarrheal diseases. According 
to Table V., page 210, the total number of deaths from diarrheal 
diseases returned by the Registrars as appertaining to the urban dis- 
tricts of Ireland was 519 or over 80 per cent. of the total deaths from 
these diseases. 

Tuberculous Disease —Hrom the Registrars returns, it appears that 
the deaths caused by tuberculous disease and registered during the 
quarter, in the whole of Ireland, amounted to 2,500, representing a rate 
of 2:29 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and are over 15 per cent. 
of the total deaths from all causes registered. The death-rates for all 
forms of tuberculous disease in the 3 quarters preceding were 2°21, 2°74 
and 2°78 per 1,000 respectively. 

I have to thank many of the Registrars of Births and Deaths for the 
valuable notes which they supply tv me with their quarterly returns, and 
I observe, with much gratification, that many notes furnshed to me are 
written in a hopeful spirit, and that signs of activity and zeal in the 
directions of sanitary reform are becoming apparent, In support of this 
statement the following relating to health and sanitation are instructive 
and interesting reading :— 

Banbridge Union, Banbridge Registrar’s District.—“A most gratifying 
decrease in deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease for the past 12 
months. -Fitty-three were registered in 1906 and 1907, and 34 in 1907 
and 1908. In the Urban part of the district there were 23 registered 
in 1906 and 1907, as compared with 13 for 1907 and 1908.” 

Downpatrick, Killyleagh.—“ The sanitary condition of the district has 
been improved and the people generally have become more alive to the 
importance of fresh air and cleanliness in their sleeping rooms.” 

Newtownards, Comber.—“ Sanitary arrangements are fairly good and 
steadily improving. Housing of the working classes is much better 
and is also improving rapidly, thanks to the prompt action of the 
sanitary authorities, who are thoroughly alive to the good effect of good 
healthy dwellings and all surroundings on the comfort and health of the | 
people generally.” 

Dundalk, Barronstown.—‘‘ The district is in a very healthy state and 
has been free from zymotic disease. Only one death, under 60 years, 
registered during the quarter. Sanitary state greatly improved and the 
houses, as a rule, kept clean and well ventilated.” 

Rathkeale, Pallaskenry.—‘t The ‘ Instructions for Feeding and care of 
Infants’ given out with Requirement of Vaccination notices are 
appreciated by mothers, and green diarrhea and other ailments in 
children, due to improper feeding, are now of less frequent occurrence.” 

Claremorris, Ballyhaunis.-—“ Sanitation progressive, an obvious 
improvement being everywhere observable in the general condition and 
cleanliness of the dwellings of the poor.” 

Middleton, Cloyne—“ Consumption steadily disappearing from my 
district.” 

On the other hand, the notes of some Registrars are not so favourable. 
The note of the Registrar of Killarney, No. 2 district, also that of 
the Registrar of Newmarket district, Kanturk Union, refer to the 
danger caused to the community by the return of emigrants to Ireland 
when stricken with tuberculosis, as follows :-—- 

Killarney, Killarney, No. 2.—‘‘ During the last quarter I certified 
two deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis—one was eighteen years in 
America, was married, and had a family. He contracted the disease, 
and, when incurable, was recommended to come home to his ‘ native 
air. He came ofa perfectly healthy stock ; the parents are stil) alive 
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and I need not say what a great source of infection he was in that 
healthy homestead. The other was twelve years in America and 
similar in every respect. It is too bad that cases such as these should 
be permitted to start fresh foci of disease in our midst, and I have no 
doubt that the ravages tuberculosis has caused in some families are 


traceable, in the first instance, to some member of the family deported _ 


from America. Serious measures must be taken, and at once, if the 
‘white plague’ is to be eradicated ” 

Kanturk, Newmarket.—‘“ Three patients in district suffering from 
tubercular phthisis at present; ail three contracted the disease in 
America.” | 

In the following the Registrar of Omagh, No. 1 district, calls attention 
to the condition of the labourers’ cottages in the rural district. 

Omagh, Omagh, No. 1.—“In the rural district there is general 
apathy in matters sanitary. In many instances the occupants of 
new labourers’ cottages evince no tidiness or cleanliness in their new 
surroundings. Prizes should be offered in each district for the neatest 
and cleanest labourer’s cottage.” : , 

The following instances were supplied by the Registrars of Caledon 
and Ballymagran in the Union of Dungannon, and of Rathangan, 
No. 1, in the Union of Edenderry :— ; 

Dungannon, Caledon and Ballymagran.—-“ A very sad, as well as 
instructave death, occurred in the quarter. The mother of a large 
family of young children succumbed to pulmonary tuberculosis, follow- 
ing that of her eldest boy, aged 15 years, whom she nursed up to death. 
This poor woman, up till the beginning of her illness, though spare, 
was a healthy, hardworking woman. Overcrowding, unfortunately, 
was a serious factor to be contendel against, so that isolation was 
impracticable.” 

Edenderry, Rathangan, No. 1.—“Two deaths registered from pulmon- 
ary disease—one, a woman, married, aged 4i years, duration 2 years ; 
her sister and brother, aged 18 and 25 respectively, died from same 
disease ; the other, a boy 2 years old, whose father has since died from 
phthisis.” 

The Registrars of Waterford Urban, No. 1 district, Crumlin district — 
in Antrim Union, Moira in Lurgan Union, and Holywell No. 2, in 
Enniskillen Union, speak of the prevalence of the disease in their 
districts as follows :— 

Waterford, Waterford Urban, No. 1.—‘ The prevalence of tuber- 
culosis 1s evidenced by the fact that it enters into the cause of death in 
practically 25 per cent. of the deaths.” . 

Antrim, Crumlin.—‘ Almost all forms of tuberculous disease are 
present in this district, accounting for almost one-third of the deaths.” 

Lurgan, Moira.—“ It will be observed that a large proportion of the 
deaths im the district are from tuberculosis, more than one-third. This 
is unusual and I think only incidental.” 

Enniskillen, Holywell, No. 2.—* Tuberculosis in all its forms is on 
the increase.” 

Regarding the notification of the disease, the Registrar of Darrynane 
supplied the following note :— | 

_ Caherciveen, Darrynane.—-‘‘ There have been registered during the 
quarter three deaths from tubercular disease. ‘Typhus fever was the 
_ Scourge of this locality in former years ; however, owing to considerable 
improvements being effected in the matter of ventilation and housing 
of the poor people, I am pleased to say that the disease is now seldom 
seen, whereas before in this poor and mountainous region, it (typhus), 
was a ‘hardy annual.’ Now, it is regiettable to find that a far more 
insidious but truly preventable disease (tuberculosis) has supplanted it. 
Unless the latter is made notifiable in the list of infectious diseases 
like the former it is utterly impossible to effectually combat it.” 
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Malignant Diseases_— Under the heading of malignant disease, 734 
deaths were returned by the Registrars ; this number represents an 
annual mortality rate of 0°67 per 1,000 of the estimated population of 
Ireland. The corresponding rates in the preceding 3 quarters were 
0:75, 0°75, and 0 66 per 1,090, respectively. 

Cerebro-spinal Fever.—The following information was rendered 
concerning mortality from cerebro-spinal fever ;— 

Lurgan, Lurgan No. 1.—‘‘ One death occurred in the Fever Hospital 
from ‘spotted fever,’ the patient, 3 months old, having been removed 
from the neighbourhood of Portadown.” 

Belfast, Belfast Urban No. 11.—‘* There was one death from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis in week ending 18th July, present quarter ” 

Lisburn, Ballylesson.—‘ There were three deaths from cerebro-spinal 
fever in Purdysburn Fever Hospital during past quarter.” 

Rabies, Hydrophobia,—There was not any mention by the Registrars 
of the occurrence of rabies in their districts. 

Violence.—T’o Violence either accidental, homicidal, or suicidal, a 
total of 309 deaths was attributed. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :_—-Chicken-pox in 2 districts, measles in 32 districts, scarlet 
fever in 14, whooping-cough in 27, diphtheria in 13, fever in 24—typhus 
in 6, and enteric in 18—-munps in one, influenza in 4, and cerebro-spinal 
fever or cerebro-spinal meningitis in 3 districts. [See Appendix to this 
Report commencing on page 285. | 

rnquests.—'here were 391 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 42 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 32 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 52, in Ulster 1 to 37, and in Connaught 1 to 137. 

Deaths in Public Institutions. Of the 16,234 deaths registered, 3,549, 
or 21-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 28°3, in Munster 27-4, in Ulster 15-2, and in Connaught 15-4. 

Uncertified Deaths.—The Uncertified deaths, returned by the Regis- 
trars, numbered 3,719, and were nearly 23 per cent. of the total deaths 
registered. The number of uncertitied deaths in each district, as 
returned by the Registrar, is given in the penultimate column of 
Abstract ILI. 


The following table (Table LV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
30th September, 1908, and in each of the eight quarters immediately preceding ; with

Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the 
quarter ended 30th September last, was 5,718 (2,412 males and 3,306 
females), being 4,384 less than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1907, and 4,500 below the average number for the third quarter 
of the ten years 1898-1907.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—Observations are made at 7 a.m.and 6 p.m. G.M.T. at telegraphic 
reporting stations, and at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. mean local time, at normal climatological 
stations. The names of normal climatological stations are printed in heavy type. At 
Waterford and Killarney observations are taken at 9 a.m. only. 

Barometer.—-The correction for latitule has not been applied. The values are for station 
pads They are the means of readings at 7 a.m. and 6 p.m., or at 9a.m. and Y p.m. respec- 
tively. 

Hygrometer and Cloud.—At Malin Head, Blacksod Point, Donaghadee, and Roche's Point 
the resulis under these headings are based on the morning observations only. 

Rainfall—The amounts are those for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the dayis the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear 
sky,’ if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the two hours of 
observation is less than 2, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours 
taken twice a day. At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 22). Velocities of between 13 and 38 
miles in the hour have been entered as “ fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the 
hour, or above, as gales. These limits have been selected in accordance with the equivalent 
of the Beaufort Scale givenina Report by the Director of the Mete>rological Office, entitled 
“The Beaufort Scale of Wind Force ... ... .” Official No 18v. E 

Averages—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall ior the 35 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-19Uo. ; 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 
from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological. 
Office. Only aselection of these stationsis included in this Report. The average values 
with which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. The 
district values for “amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest 
rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office.

The birth-ratein Ireland for the quarter is 0:2 above the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1898-1907, and equal to 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1907. The deaths are 611 under 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1907; the death-rate 
is 0-5 under the rate for that quarter, and 0-5 under the average for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1898-1907.

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MARRIAGES, 

The marriages (5,504) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1908 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5-0 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-1 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1907, but 0°2 above the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1898-1907. Of the total number of marriages 3,660 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,844 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:5 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0-4 above, and that under the latter is 0:2 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 

It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
is celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

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Ages.—Of the 17,490 deaths registered last quarter, 2,317, or 13-2 
per cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 7,579, or 43:3 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 96-3 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1] 
year old equalled 15-1 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ;

Small-pox.__There was no mortality from small-pox reported during 
the period under notice ; neither was there any occurrence of the 
disease mentioned by the Registrars in their quarterly returns. 


Measles.—The annual rate represented by the deaths (140) from 
measles which were registered for the whole of Ireland in the 
December quarter of the year 1908 was 0°1 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation of the country estimated to the middle of the year. The 
number of deaths equals the average for the 4th quarter in the 
5 years, 1903-1907; in each of the 3 preceding quarters deaths 
from measles were 278, 237, and 149. Of the total deaths, 49 
appertained to Dublin county borough; 12 to Cork county and 
Cork county borough ; 12 to Tipperary N. Riding (all registered in’ 
the district of Nenagh) ; and 13 to the county of Sligo (11 being. 
registered in the union of Sligo). Further particulars regarding

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the unions and Registrars’ districts in which these deaths were 
registered will be found in the abstract commencing on page 336. 


Scarlet Fever.—In the March quarter of the year there were only 
8 deaths from scarlet fever registered for the whole of Ireland, the 
number rose to 15 in June quarter, again rose to 19 in September 


quarter, and in the period under notice the number of deaths. 


registered was 27; the latter figure is, however, considerably below 
the average for the preceding 5 years, namely, 47. 


¥yphus,—The number of deaths from typhus registered during 
the quarter was 6; in no previous December quarter in the 5 years, 
1903-1907, with the exception of 1904, has so small a number of 
deaths from this disease been recorded; the average number of 
deaths for the preceding 5 years was 16, and the deaths registered 
in the 3 preceding quarters, 21, 21, and 10, respectively. The 6 
deaths were registered as follows:—one in Cork union; one in 
South Dublin; one in Dundalk; one in Oldcastle; one in Galway ; 
and one in Kilmallock union. 


Whooping-cough.—In the corresponding quarter of the 5 pre- 
ceding years the highest number of deaths from whooping-cough 
was registered in the year 1903, namely, 252; in 1904 the number 
declined to 235, and again a sharp decline to 79 deaths took place 
in 1905. In 1906 the number rose to 164, declining to 138 in 
1907, and in the period under notice the deaths numbered 156, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 0°1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, the average number for the 5 preceding years being 


174. Of the deaths, there were 26 in the districts of Dublin — 


county borough, and in each of the following Registrar’s districts 4 
deaths were registered :—Birr, Ballylynan, Clonmel No. 1, Down- 
patrick, and Tobercurry. 


Diphtheria.—A comparison of the mortality figures in Table IV. 
shows that the deaths from diphtheria, in number 113, exceed the 
number registered in any one of the preceding 8 quarterly periods. 
The above total is also above the average, 84, for the 5 years, 
1903-1907, and equals an annual rate of 0°10 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The increase appears to be generally dis- 
tributed over the country, as may be gathered by comparing the 
figures for the Provinces with those of the quarter preceding ; in 
September quarter in Leinster there were 15, and in December 
quarter there were 26 deaths from diphtheria registered ; in Mun- 
ster the corresponding figures were 17 and 26; in Ulster, 25 and 
48; and in Connaught, 5 and 13. 

Of the deaths, 10 appertained to Dublin county borough; 16 
to the county and county borough of Cork; and 10 to the county 
and county borough of Londonderry; 6 deaths were registered 
in the district of Lisburn and 4 in Limerick Rural district (in 
which the respective union hospitals of Lisburn and Limerick are 
situated), and 4 in Turloughmore district in the Union of Galway. 


Enteric Fever.—It appears from Table IV. that the deaths from 
enteric fever exactly equal the number which were registered in 
the December quarter of the year 1907, this number beine 103 
and corresponding to an annual rate of 0°09 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; deaths from enteric fever in each of the 3 


preceding quarterly periods were 66, 62, and 92, and the average — 


for the 5 years, 114. The increase in the deaths appears to be 


ee 
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mainly due to the increase in Dublin county borough; the deaths 
in September quarter, in number 12, were 25 in the period under 
notice. Of the latter figure, 7 appertained to the urban portion 


of Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and 5 were tabulated to the district 


of South Dublin, No. 1. There were 11 deaths appertaining to 
Belfast, of which number 5 were registered in the district of 
Ballylesson. Six deaths were registered in the district of Cork 
rural, No. 1, and 3 in the district of Cork urban, No. 2, and in 
Londonderry county borough 4 deaths from enteric fever were 
registered. 


The deaths of 7 persons were assigned to pyrexia (origin un- 
certain). 


Diarrhceal Diseases,_—-Tn the aggregate, deaths from diarrheal 
diseases numbered 284, and represent an annual rate of 0°26 per 
1,000 of the estimated population ; of the total, 49 deaths apper- 
tained to each of the county boroughs of Dublin and Belfast. 
The total deaths are below the average for the corresponding 
quarterly period in the past 5 years, namely, 317 deaths. The 
largest number of deaths from diarrheal diseases in the December 
quarter of the quinquennial period, 1903-1907, was in the year 
1906, when 478 deaths were registered in the December quarter, 
and the lowest in the December quarter of the year 1903, in the 
course of which quarter 200 deaths were registered. 


Tubereulous Disease.—The number of deaths returned by the 
Registrars as being caused by tuberculous disease in all its forms 
was 2,478; this figure is equal to a rate of 2°27 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population of Ireland, the corresponding rates in each of 
the preceding quarterly periods being 2°74, 2°78, and 2°29 per 
1,000. 


Many of the Registrars, with their usual courtesy, have fur- 
nished notes on the status of tuberculous disease in their respective 
districts ; these are published in the appendix to this report and 
include the following (those of the Registrars of Ballyhaunis, 
Ballylongford, Ballyward, and Waterford urban No. 1 appear 
to point towards an improvement in the condition of their several 
districts) :— 

Claremorris, Ballyhaunis.—‘“‘ Sanitation progressive, with, in 
regard to cleanliness, a marked and very conspicuous improve- 
ment in the condition of the houses of the poor people.’’ 


Listowel, Ballylongford. —‘‘ Consumption, owing to precautions 
taken, is surely on decrease.’’ 
Banbridge, Ballyward.—‘‘ TI notice a diminution in the number 


of cases of tuberculosis.’’ 

Waterford, Waterford Urban, No. 1.—‘‘ The mortality from 
tuberculosis seems less than usual.’’ 

Celbridge, Kilcock.—‘‘ Out of a total of ten deaths registered in 
the district during last quarter, five were due to pulmonary tuber- 
culosis; and these five were persons in the very prime of life— 
their ages ranging from 20 to 26 years.’’ 

Edenderry, Rathangan, No. 1.—‘‘ Two deaths from pulmonary 
phthisis registered. One, a man, labourer, married, 40 years old; 
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duration of illness, 18 months. He was a man of fine phy- 
sique, a passionate sportsman. He believed that he contracted the 
disease hunting on the moors and pullocks, especially during the 
night. His father and mother are very healthy, also his brothers 
and sisters. There has never been a death from phthisis in his 
family, except his own little son’s, two years old, who died in the 
month preceding his father’s death, and who had been ailing from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for six months. The other, a woman, 40 
years old, wife of a labourer; duration, some months; cause not 
well known.’’ 


Edenderry, Rathangan, No. 2.—‘‘ A death registered from pul- 
monary phthisis; a man, unmarried, 46 years old, a farmer. He 
had been ailing for about a year. He worked every day during 
harvest believing that idleness and laziness would not prolong his 
life. He was extremely temperate in his habits. There have been 
no previous cases of phthisis in his family. His father and mother 
died at advanced ages.’’ 7 


Lisnaskea, Derrylin.—‘‘ There is always consumption in the 


district. It is only when a family finds itself hard hit with this 
disease that it begins to think of getting its home in order.’’ 


Bandon, Murragh.—‘‘ One death was from phthisis—a youth 
at the age of 19. The father and grandfather (paternal side) 
died of the same disease.’’ : 


Malignant Diseases—The number of deaths returned under the 
heading, ‘‘ cancer, malignant disease,’’? was 788, and is equal to an 
annual rate of 0°72 per 1,000 of the estimated population; the 
corresponding rates in each of the 3 preceding quarters were 0°75, 
0°66, and 0°67 per 1,000. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever —The following information was forwarded 
with reference to cerebro-spinal fever :— 

Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 3.—‘‘ There was one death regis- 
tered as due to cerebro-spinal meningitis.”’ 

Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 9.—‘‘ One death occurred from 
cerebro-spinal fever.’’ ; 

Lisburn, Ballylesson.—‘‘ There were three deaths from cerebro- 
spinal fever in Purdysburn Fever: Hospital during past quarter.’’ 


Rabies, Hydrophobia.—There was not any record of the occurrence 
of Rabies contained in the quarterly returns of the Registrars of 
Births and Deaths. 


Violence.--Three hundred and twenty deaths were attributed 


to violence. This number includes accidental deaths, homicides, 


and suicides. 


_ The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the follow- 
ing diseases :—-Chicken-pox in one district, measles in 30 districts, 
scarlet fever in 18, whooping-cough in 32, diphtheria in 17, fever 
in 32—typhus in 7, and enteric in 25—mumps in 2, influenza 
in 13, and ‘cerebro-spinal fever or cerebro-spinal meningitis in 3 
districts. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 387. | 
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Inquests.—There were 464 inquests reported to the Registrars 
during the quarter ; this number being equal to 1 in-every 38 of 
the total deaths registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 40 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 34, in Ulster 1 to 32, and-in Connaught 1 to 110. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 17,490 deaths registered, 
3,661, or 20°9 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Lein- 
ster the percentage was 28°6, in Munster 23°9, in Ulster 15°2, and 
in Connaught 13:1. 


Uncertified Deaths—According to the returns, 4,009 of the total 
17,490 deaths which were registered during the quarter were un- 
certified, being nearly 23 per cent. of the total.

The minimum on 
the grass was below 32° on 5 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 109°] hours, the greatest daily amount being 9°3 hours 
on the 3rd. The maximum ozone was 0°6, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0-3. Rain or snow fellon 16days. The rain-fall measured 1-418 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-273 inch on the 20th.

Hours of Observation.—Observations are made at 7 a.m. and 6 p.m. G.M.T. at telegraphic 
reporting stations, and at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. mean local time, at normal climatological 
stations. The names of normal climatological stations are printed in heavy type. At 
Waterford and Killarney observations are taken at 9 a.m. only. : 

Barometer.—-The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for station 


level. They are the means of readings at7 a.m. and 6 p.m., or at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. respec-~ 


tively. 

Hygrometer and Cloud.—At Malin Head, Blacksod Point, Donaghadee, and Roche's.Point 
the results under these headings are based on the morning observationsonly. | _ 

Rainfall.—The amounts are those for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear 
sky,’ if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the two hours of 
observation is less than 2, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa-— 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours 
taken twice a day. At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities of between 13 and 338 
miles in the hour have been entered as “ fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the 
hour, or above,as gales. These limits have been selected in accordance with the equivalent 
of the Beaufort Scale givenina Report by the Director of the Mete»rological Office, entitled 
“The Beaufort Seale of Wind Iorce ... ... .” Official No 180. ; 

Averages—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall tor the 35 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-19U5. 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 


from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological. 


Office. Only aselection of these stations is included in this Report. The average values 
witn which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. ‘Lhe 
district values for ‘“‘amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest 
rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office.
